Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 5,6,12 and 13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a liquid-crystal element array 
comprising a combination of structural elements, more specifically: 

(a) A surface of an array substrate is being polished and a peripheral 
portion being tapered so that a peripheral portion of the array substrate is smaller 
than a non-peripheral portion and the peripheral portion is polished, before 
cutting apart the individual liquid crystal injection areas. 

The difference between the allowed claims and the rejected claims is that 
the allowed claims recite the tapering configuration for the entire array substrate 
whereas for the rejected claims the tapered configuration could broadly be 
interpreted as belonging to an individual element.
